Tii8 Shocking Double Tragedy in a 


Jury Room at St. Loxiis. 


Story of a Horrid Crime, and of the 


Unparalleled Devotion of a, 


Loving Wife and Mother. 


Tho seuato of this state is getting to be 


a fast body. Last week it performed the 
feat of passing a city charter bill in half 
an hour which included its being mes- 
saged to the assembly.

Purker was a young man or thirty-throe 


years, autl hud boon married aix years. When 
sober ho was hard-working and indnstdoua, 
but in drink was a fiend. His wife, \vlio had 
born him two boya—one of whom, aged twenty 
months, survives—waa a singularly pretty 
womau of twenty-four years, who bad beon 
most devoted to him eince hia incarceration 
eigutooii nioutha ago ou a charge of murdoriug 
Michael Puyton in a Christy avouuo saloon. 
While carousing with a man named Lyotia, 
without any hard words passing botwoou them, 
suddenly Ptu-kor knifed Payson. Tho torribla 
nature of the assault Ls told by Lyons, who had 
boon brought from New Orleans to tostify in 
the case,which was to have boou tried ilonJny. 
On roforring to the stabbing, after describing 
tho manner iu which tho throo men had con- 
versed togother, he sold: 


"After wo had been in tho saloon awhile, I 


told Puyton ho had better como home. P&rltor 
had his arm around Payton's ahouldor, aud 
they wero joking togother. Wlion I askod 
Paytou to como home, ho had a glass or boer 
at liia mouth, and ho did not lowor his haad 
till he emptied tho glass. I noticed while he 
waa drinking that Parker was tapping Pay ton's 
abdomen lightly with somethiug, as if iu fun. 
I did not know that Parker had a knife, and 
Payton did not know that he was cut until 
after ho placed tho boer-gliis.s on tho couutor, 
when ho placed his hand to his stomach and 
said: 'Hero, Aleck, I bolievo tho follow bus 
cut me. My iuaidos arc coming oat. Try ami 
put them back' I unbuttoned his voot, and 
taking his entrails into my hands tried to put 
them back into plaoo, but I couldn't do it. Ho 
said ttiou to lot him lio on his back. I curriod 
him to tho corner, by which time tho ambu- 
lanco took him to tho dispensary, and from 
tlioro ho went to tho city hospital, where ho 
died." 


Notwithstanding tliia very direct story and 


tbe fact thut Parker had a very bad reputa- 
tion, bis counselj ei-Govornor Charles John- 
son and Prosly 2i. Jones, were confident that 
thoy would secure his^acquittal on tho ground 
of insanity. A few minutes before the tragedy 
Johnson got permission of tho conrt to havo 
Parker romovod from tho prisoner's cngo to 
the jury-room iu order tb&t his counsel might 
confer "with him. Johnson aud Jones had^ a 
consultation with him, durin;; which ho 
Boemod to be highly gratified at their assurance 
iluit they would clear him. Justus Mr. John- 
son was about to withdraw Parker's wife and 
his siater, Mm Craft 
wore admitted to' tho 


room to converse with him. Mr. Johnson de- 
parted, leaving in the room Parker, his wifo 
and Mrs. Craft, who sat on chairs drawn up 
aide by side, and Prosly Jonee, who occupied 
a boat close to them. 
Tho husband and wife were conversing des- 


pondently about tho trial and their family 
affairs, dwelling with special earnestness upon 
tho bad outlook for tha baby, Jones, who in- 
terrupted tho conversation now aud then to 
uncertain the facts regarding wituossos for 
the defense, h'oard-tho wifo mstko tho remark 
that if sho wore dead then tho child would got 
the 81,000 from1 Oirttqld lodge Knights aud 
Ladies of Honor, of which sho was a member. 
Shortly after thu ho hoard a ringing report and 
uaw the wife suddenly fall back into bor scat 
and remain 'thoir motionless. 
Jonos, who 


thought Parker was shooting at him, jumped 
up and ran from • tho room. Deputy Sheriff 
\\ alters, who was standing in the coruor of tho 
room a: the time, looked in just ia timo to sea 
Parkor raise the pistol to his head. Ho mado 
a jump forward, but the aooond report aouud- 
od as he advanced, and Parker foil agaiugt the 
wall of the room tlyiag. 


A crowd from all parts of the Four Conrta 


building surged into the criminal court, and 
through that into tho jury-room, whoro the 
sight mot thoir view of"tho young wire rocliu- 
ing back in a chair, palo aud with a sniilo on 
her face, quite dead, and of the husband prono 
upon tho floor, gasping for breath, his right 
hand making iin effort to .raise tho revolver onco- 
to his head, with tho evident intention of put- 
ting an end to his groat sufferings. The shoot- 
ing, which occupied only a fow second", oc- 
curred at ten minutes of twelve, and Parker 
did not breath his. last .until tlur.ly.-five miu- 
utoe after twelve, when tho bodies of tho man 
aud wifo were carried into tho morgue, which 
ie another part of tho building. 


Judge Van Wagoner adjourned court, and 


an official at once began an investigation of .the. 
manner in .which thu pistol had boon convoyed 
to tho prisoner. " The'jail authorities wore'uble 
to assert that Parker was uuarmecl whan ho 
left thoir care, ouo of the deputies having 
searched him, and tho theory gained ground 
that Mrs. Parker who had boon heard to talk 
of suicide lately, had instigated tho tragedy: 
but it was discovered later that tho weapon 
bad biion handed him by hia sister, Mre.Cnit'Ui. 
At tho timo slip con I'ossucJ having done so she 
stated that she anil other members of her fam- 
ily had beon reliably informed that a brother 
of Paytou's had sworu to kill Parker diroctly 
after ho came into court, and that thoy biul de- 
cided to provide him with a weapon with 
which to defend himself. 
A lottor, liowovor, 


irhich Parkor wrote yesterday to Mr. and Mrs. 
Craft's reveals tLo fact that ho intended to 
commit suicide, though it also shows that ho 
did not intend to 'include his wife in the 
slaughter. An extract from the Jotter roods: 


••I am determined to kill mysolf; I am tired 


of sooing my sweet wifo abused and sulloriu^. 
I havo Lad to toll a.groat many lies to get this 
pistol but the party who gavo it to mo kuow 
nothing about my intention. I am determined 
upon m v plans. Bury mo beside ir.y dear dead 
boy; Tho Knights of -Honor will take c&ro of 
my dear, devoted wifo. Give my overcoat .to 
Iff. Oboy Owen [former cashier of tho Third 
National bank, hia fellow-prisoner]. God bless 
him! He hao l>cen a good rriend to mo.u 


There is no doubt that Parker intended sim- 


ply to kill himself, but that whon his wife 
mentioned tho fact-to him that tho child would 
get ?1,000 at her do»tb, ho suddenly came .to 
Uio conclusion that tho death of both would be 
s. creator advantage,, and acting upon tho 
diabolical impQleo of ' the moment, killed hta 
wifo and then himself. Tho devotion of Park- 
er's young wife, tvhich haa receivsd such sorry 
return,' -was 'a remarkable instance of tho loy- 
alty which in olton found among women who 
nave tiie misfortune to have criminals as objects 
of Choir attachment. Nearly every day since 
Aug. 20, 1881. Mro., Parker haa visited tho 
jail, bringing her husband delicacies pur- 
chased with.money eho raised at tho ironing 
tables, in down-town.laundrios. Sho lived inn,. 
couple of rooms, supporting her child as boat1 
ub» could, and in every, way conducting hor- 
self inttUndabJc.mjipjjerjiinc.o bia im»riuan- 


iiitw*. -^r.trjc*r nito 'ouuuino very SICKJV, autl it 
is believed that chrouio lung trouble and gon- 
orai debility had so unsettled hia mind that he 
was not mentally responsible for his acts. • 


Further Investigation of the oaso elicited 


such evidence as lel'Hittlo room to doubt that 
Mrs. Parker went to her death with a full 
knowledge that it waa impending, aud with 
riuch calmness and courage as is seldom wit- 
nessed; even in public executions. 'When his 
wife called at tho jail Sunday afternoon he 
had an. earnest talk with her, and for two long 
hpura, four times as long as her usual Shmdav 
visit, ho argued somo proposition and coaxecl 
her to do something, Hho raoajiwbilo protest- 
ing and weeping bitterly. Fiually sho con- 
sented, and, drying her tears, wont away, 
looking very palo. During the afternoon at 
nml.o slio aaid she had to die, and wept at in. 
icrvals as sho caressed her bn.by—wondered 
what \vus to become of it, aud estimated what 
w.i.t to bo tbo moans of iU support at'tor her 
dwitli, dwelling -coiisidorably on tbo fact tliat 
ii would havo 91,000 from tho Knights of 
Honor. 


In tha morning fiho was very quiet, but pale,

whereof at tho last port or place whence ox- 
ported to tho United States, excluding charges 
in such port, shall bo SO cents por pound or 
less," to such wools valued at 8'2 cents or. loss 
per pound, it was agreed to—ayes -5 to nays 


The paragraph on woolen cloths, recom- 


mended by tho tariff commission, was amended 
to road aa follows: 
u Woolen cloths, woolen shawls, and all man- 


ufactures of wool of every description, made 
wholly or in part of wool not especially enum- 
erated or provided for in this act, valued at 
not exceeding SO cents per pound, 35 cents per 
pound and MO por centum ad valorem; valued 
at above SO cents por pound, S5 coots por 
pound, and in addition thereto 40 per centum 
ad valorem." 


On motion of Mr. Aldrich the duty on flan- 


aols, blankets, hats of wool, knit gooda and all 
poods made ou knitting frames, balmorals, 
woolen and worsted yarns, and all manufac- 
tures of every description composed wholly or 
part of worsted, the hair of tho alpaca goat or 
other animals, except such as arc composed iu 
part of wool, not specially enumerated or pro- 
vided for, valued at above SO cents per pound 
and -JO per cent advalovem. 


On Mr. Book's motion tho duty on bunting 


was reduced from 1~ to 10 cents por square 
yard and 35 por cent. &d valorem. 
"Tho house resolutions in relation to the death 
of tho lato Itepreseutatives Updegraft and 
Hawk were received. Messrs. Sherman and 
Pcudlcton spoke of Mr. UpdcgratT's life and 
Messrs. Logan, Hampton, and Goprgo of Mr.

The Jauesvillc Barb Wire company 


have their works in full operation, and 
are turning out barb wire of superior 
quality, both painted and galvanized.- 
About three tons of wire per day can be 
made with the present machinery. The 
superiority of this batb wire consists in 
the fact that both the main strands and 
the barbs are made o£ the strongest steel 
wire that can be bought. The barbs have 
four points, instead of two, thus making 
it effective in every direction, and also 
much more easily seen. The barbs are 
secured to both main strands and cannot 
slip off as would be the case if fast- 
ened to but one strand should it become 
broken. The barbs being made of wire 
have no cutting edges, as is the case with 
flat metal barbs, but have a sharp point, 
so as to prick, which! warns stock to keep 
away from it. The main strands Lave a 
long twiat between the barbs, which takes' 
less wire, so that the cost is less, at the 
same time it has twice the number of 
barb points than it barbs vrere made with 
two points only. As this wire is made in 
our own state, and will be kept by. deal- 


ers, we feel sure farmers will soon per- 
ceive its merits, and buy it in preference 
to inferior wire made at distant points.
